automatically determining a seguencing of the one or more curriculum type 
elements based on the metadata; and 

defining a curriculum basod on tho dof i nod curr i culum typo by solocting ono or 
moro curriculum olomonts for oach of ono or moro of tho curricu l um typo o l omonts 

adding the curriculum type to a training catalog . 

2. (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method for 
curriculum management of claim 1 , wherein the metadata includes a title, content 
description, capacity, period of validity, target participants, prereguisites. and 
gualifications for the curriculum type defining a curriculum typo i nc l udos rocoiv i ng usor 
input specifying metadata for tho curriculum typo . 
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3. (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method for 
curriculum management of claim [[2]] 1_, wherein the metadata specifies prerequisites 
for the curriculum type. 

4. (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method for 
curriculum management of claim [[2]] 1, wherein the metadata specifies a capacity for 
the curriculum type. 

5. (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method for 
curriculum management of claim [[2]] 1, wherein the metadata specifies target 
participants for the curriculum type. 

6. (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method for 
curriculum management of claim [[2]] 1, wherein the user may select the one or more 
curriculum type elements from a list shown on a display d e f i n i ng a curr i cu l um typ e 
i nc l ud e s us i ng th e m e tadata to ch e ck th e consist e ncy of the curr i cu l um typ e. 

7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the selected 
curriculum type elements include different types of training courses. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 7, wherein the different types of training 
courses include web-based trainings, classroom trainings, and on-the-job trainings. 
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9. (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method for 
curriculum management of claim 1 , wherein defining a curriculum based on the defined 
curriculum type includes generating a list of training courses that match a particular 
curriculum type element of th e def i n e d curr i cu l um typ e and receiving user input 
selecting a training course from the list. 

1 0. (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method for 
curriculum management of claim [[9]] 1, wherein automatically determining the 
seguencing of the curriculum type elements includes using prereguisites and 
gualifications information of the metadata to check the consistency of the curriculum 
type generating tho list includes roco i v i ng usor i nput specifying so l oct i on cr i toria for tho 
li st and g e n e rating tho list based on ident i fying tra i n i ng cours e s that match tho so l oct i on 
crit e r i a . 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A computer program product, tangibly 
embodied in an information carrier, for curriculum management, the computer program 
product comprising instructions operable to cause a data processing apparatus to: 

electronically receive input from a user specifying metadata to define a 
curriculum type that includes one or more curriculum type elements, the curriculum type 
being a template for a curriculum; 

automatically determine a seguencing of the curriculum type elements based on 
the metadata; and

moro curricu l um olomontc for oach of ono or moro of tho curricu l um typo o l omonto 

add the curriculum type to a training catalog .

(Currently Amended) The product of claim 1 1 , wherein the selected 
curriculum type elements include different types of training courses. 

(Original) The product of claim 1 7, wherein the different types of 
training courses include web-based trainings, classroom trainings, and on-the-job 
trainings. 

1 9. (Currently Amended) The product of claim 1 1 , wherein to define a 
curriculum based on the defined curriculum type includes to generate a list of training 
courses that match a particular curriculum type element of th e d e fin e d curr i culum typ e 
and to receive user input selecting a training course from the list. 

20. (Currently Amended) The product of claim [[1 9]] wherein 
automatically determining the sequencing of the curriculum type elements includes 
using prereguisites and gualifications information of the metadata to check the 
consistency of the curriculum g e n e rating th e li st i nc l ud e s r e c e iv i ng us e r input sp e c i fying 
s e l e ct i on cr i t e r i a for the li st and gonorating tho li st based on i d e nt i fy i ng train i ng cours e s 
that match tho so l oct i on cr i toria . 

21 . (Currently Amended) A system for curriculum management, the 
system comprising: 

a back-end component that is operable to: 
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electronically receiving input from a user specifying metadata to define a 
curriculum type that includes one or more curriculum type elements, the curriculum type 
being a blueprint for a curriculum; 

automatically determine a seguencing of the curriculum type elements based on 
the metadata; and 

electronically check a consistency of the curriculum type using the metadata; 

dof i no a curriculum based on tho dofinod curricu l um typo by se l ecting ono or 
moro curr i culum olomonts for oach of ono or moro of tho curr i culum typo o l omonts; and 

a front-end component in communication with the back-end component, the front 
end component being operable to register a part i cipant the user in [[a]] the curriculum. 

22. (Original) The system of claim 21 , wherein the back-end component 
and the front-end component each have a separate user interface. 
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
